Highway department wants public input

Little activity has been evident in 
recent months in efforts to move for- 
ward with the 4-laning of U. S. 
Highway 84 from Enterprise to An- 
dalusia. 

The last public hearing on the 
project showed the highway de- 
partment working on several al- 
ternates in and around New Brock- 
ton, Elba and Opp. 

Area news media have reported 
recently that conflicting requests to 
the highway department on the route 
for the 4-laning have resulted in the 
project being put on hold. 

Ronnie Baldwin, of the state 
highway department, said this is not 
the true facts. Baldwin works out of 
the Troy office and urges interested 
citizens to stop by the Troy office 
and review the plans. He said, “We 
need and want public imput at this 
stage of the project.” 

He noted that there has been only 
one citizen from Coffee County 
come to the Troy office and ask to

see the plan, He explained that after 
they begin acquiring right-of-way or 
building the road, it is too late for 
public imput. 

Baldin explained exactly where 
the project is in the five year plan of 
the highway department.

Within the next six months the al- 
ternates routes will be again pre- 
sented in public hearings around the 
proposed route, just as was done be- 
fore. 

The highway department, and the 
consulting firm, are continuing to 
plan the 4-laning along a route with 
alternates only in or near New 
Brockton, Elba and Opp, just as in

He will also work to im- 
prove the students’ relationships 
with law enforcement personnel 
through the Drug Abuse Resistance 
Education (DARE) program. 

Farris will be working with stu- 
dents in the elementary grades at 
New Brockton, Kinston, and Zion 
Chapel elementary schools. At this 
time, no definite plans have been 
made as to which classes the DARE 


rogTaD will be taught in. 

F arris will “ meeting with 
county school officials and visiting 
with in the schools to evaluate the 
different situations. This will allow 
him to become familiar with the stu- 
dents and they with him. 

During this time, he will also be 
able to explain the program to the 
teachers and principals and formu- 
late a plan of action. 

Farris hopes to began classroom 
instruction at the beginning of the 
second semester or sooner, if it is 


possible. 

He said that he is really looking 
forward to working with the young-

The DARE program was “bom” 
in 1983 in Los Angeles between the 
Los Angeles Unified School District 
and police department when 10 uni- 
form officers were placed in 50 
school.

Officials in both 
school systems, as well as local law 
enforcement officers, say they have 
seen that the program can and does 
make a difference - a positive one!

Each of the men were charged 
with eight counts of criminal mis- 
chief in the third degree, one count 
of criminal mischief in the second 
degree, one count of criminal tres- 
pass in the third degree; and one 
count of theft of property in the third 
degree. 

According to Investigator Hus- 
sey, the case if still under investiga- 
tion and more charges and additional 
arrests are likely, There were other 
individuals, including one known 
juvenile, involved in the vandalism. 

Also, authorities in Pike, Dale, 
and Henry counties are investigating 
similar acts of vandalism which oc- 
curred recently in their areas, It is 
possible that one or more of the indi- 
viduals arrested in Coffee County is 
linked to the crimes committed in 
the neighboring counties, 

Acts of vandalism committed in 
the Coffee County consisted of burn- 
ing rolls of hay, destruction of mail 
boxes, buming garbage containers, 
destruction of decorative driveway 
lamps, and the breaking of a school 
bus window, 

One of the men arrested has been 
released on a $3,500.00 appearance 
bond, while, at press time, the re- 
maining two men are still in jail. 
Their bonds have also beenset at 
$3,500.00,

Mobile said. “We must love one an- 
other no matter our color. The atti- 
tude of most is, I will trust you until 
you let me down and I'll put you 
back in that stereotype. People must 
get over that, It must stop.” 

The tent meetings Grier and Hor- 
ton have done have paid off in “mi- 
raculous ways”. 

“One time in Pheonix,” Horton 
said, ‘We held a tent meeting in the 
inner city...a real crime-ridden area. 
We had been there a few days, and 
were in the middle of another meet- 
ing when I saw a bunch of police- 
men talking to Rosey. I thought, ‘Oh 
no, we forgot to pay our permit fee 
or something.’ But, the police told 
Rosey since we had been holding the 
tent meetings crime had gone down 
to near nothing. See, light was com- 
ing into a dark area and it made a 
difference.” 

Grier talked about more than ra- 
cism. He also talked about neglect. 

Grier said his heart goes out to 
the youth and senior citizens. He 
said they are two of the most ne- 
glected groups in America. 

“I've been working with gang 
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kids since 1974,” Grier said. “I just 
share the truth with kids, They 
haven't heard it before. I talk to 
them from where I am. I teach them 
through my experience,” 

Grier said the ministry God has 
called him to includes more than 
winning people to Jesus. 

“We've got to do more than get 
people saved,” he said. “When a 
gang member or a prisoner gets 
saved they've got to feel like there’s 
a place for them in society. If no- 
body hires them they will go back 
tot he way they used to be. 

“T think the real frontier in our 
country is urban communities, Ne- 
glecting these people is a needless 
waste of opportunity. Just think what 
would happen if we put our heads to- 
gether to show these young folks 
they are smart and they can have a 
positive impact. I have a vision of 
seeing the United States united in 
Christ, united and working together. 
We're talking about loving one an- 
other.” 

Grier has left Ozark, but his mes- 
sage about Jesus and loving one an- 
other will remain, 


EMA office has 


new weather radar system

Weather has always been impo- 
tant to local residents, but during re- 
cent years, its importance has under- 
standably took on new meaning. 

After the Flood of March 1990, it 
did not take long for the Coffee 
County Commission to hire an EMA 
(Emergency Management Agency) 
director and put an active program 
into place. 

Ever since its formation, Charles 
Webb, Coffee County’s EMA direc- 
tor, has worked to improve the agen- 
cey’s ability to alert county citizens 
as to the possibility of severe weath- 
er. 

Several years ago, a weather ra- 
dar system was installed in the En- 
terprise Police Department to pro- 
vide information concerning severe 
and threatening weather conditions. 

A new and improved system has 
now been installed in the EMA of- 
fice in New Brockton and the Enter- 
prise Police Department's dispatch- 
ers’ office. 

According to Webb, the new re- 
ceiver will give more up-to-date and 
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accurate information than the previ- 
ous receiver, 

The new radar utilizes a new 
weather satellite tracking system and 
computers. 

Webb says the improved receiv- 
ing equipment will allow his office 
and police to pinpoint the county and 
give more localized data, such as 
rainfall, wind speeds and direction. 

The computer generated radar 
maps can be put in motion to track a 
storm’s history, direction of travel, 
and will provide emergency person- 
nel with severe weather maps and 
forecasts. 

“The system is simple to use - 
even I can operate it,” said Webb. 

The pre-programmed computers 
provide 19 regional maps and has 
the capability to zoom in (64-time 
magnification) on local areas. 

Webb commented that if the sys- 
tem proves to be as beneficial as he 
thinks it will be, he would like to 
place an additional terminal in the 
Elba Police Department.

September 10th 
is National 
Grandparents Day 


September 10 is National Grand- 
parents Day, a day set aside for 
grandchildren and children to honor 
their elders. Grandparents all over 
the nation will be receiving flowers, 
cards, and candy. 

However, Coffee County Depart- 
ment of Human Resources (DHR) 
Director Lynda Biddle said that 
many elderly and disabled adulis in 
the community need more than a 
bouquet. 

“DHR is taking advantage of 
Grandparents Day to direct attention 
to the problems some elderly or dis- 
abled adults are facing.” 

DHR is responsible for investigat- 
ing reports of adult abuse and ne- 
glect. The majority of these cases in- 
volve neglect. 

“Many adults are unable to take 
care of themselves and they have no 
one to look after them,” said Ms. 
Biddle. 

Isolation is a problem that can af- 
fect the mental and even physical 
health of an elderly person. A peri- 
odic visit or even a phone call can be 
a big help. Checking on isolated 
adults is particularly important dur- 
ing very hot or very cold weather. 

“With very little effort, neighbors 
or friends, church or civic groups 
can ‘adopt’ an adult and make a dra- 
matic improvement in their lives,” 
said Ms. Biddle. 

She suggested several other ways 
to help isolated adults: cook them a 
meal and take it to them; give them 
audio tape books; min errands for 
them; give them rides to church, the 
doctor, the grocery store, or the 
drugstore; help them keep track of 
their medication; if they need it, 
help them financially. In addition to 
living expenses, many elderly re- 
quire expensive prescriptions not 
covered by Medicare, Medicaid, or 
insurance. 

“Most of all,” said Lynda Biddle, 
“let them know that someone is 
there to help them if they need it. 


Thaf's one of the greatest gifts you - 


can give anyone.”

Black religion in America, con- 
ceived against a back ground of slav- 
ery and segregation, gave the black 
man and opportunity to be free while 
in chains.

ZC Begins Co-Op Program

Zion Chapel High School has started 
a co-op program. This is the first year 
that Zion Chapel has had this opportuni- 
ty for students. Any student in the elev- 
enth or twelfth grades, who is at least 16 
years old and who has a job or plans to 
get one, can join the program, 

The purpose of the co-op program is 
to give students a chance to go to school 
and work at the same time. Part of the 
day is spent at school, and part of the day 
is spent on the job, The program is called 
Community Cooperation Education Pro- 
gram because of the cooperation be- 
tween the business community and the 
school, 

While in school, cooperative educa- 
tion students take regular school subjects 
plus the cooperative education class. In 
the cooperative education class, the 
teacher-coordinator teaches job finding 
skills, employment issues, working rela- 
tionships, figuring overtime pay, filing 
taxes, and many other important topics 
for working students. 

Students who are enrolled in the 
Community Co-op Program are expected 


to work the entire school year. Changing 
jobs is discouraged, but is allowed under 
special circumstances with the permis- 
sion of the teacher-coordinator, The stu- 
dents must work a minimum of 15 hours 
per week in order to received credit for 
the class. 

By the end of the year each student 
has to have 540 hours to get credit for 
the course. Two credits may be earned 
for the Community Co-op. One credit for 
the co-op class and one credit for the 
work experience. In order to earn both 
credits, students must follow the guide- 
lines for the Community Co-op which is 
signed by both the student and the par- 
ent/guardian at the beginning of the 
school year. Cooperative Education is a 
great program for a variety of students. 
Such students may include the college- 
bound student who needs to save money 
for school, the technical-bound sfudent 
who wishes to gain trade skills, the em- 
ployment-bound student who wants to 
gain work experience, and many other 
students.

| THE PRESSBOX

The Elba Tigers opened the 1995 football season last week and for the 
first time in many years the entire Mularz clan was on hand for the open- 
ing night win. I was on the sidelines covering the game for the Clipper 
and Melissa was in the stands for her first game ever as a member of the 
Marching Tiger band. Mom and Melanie both came and joined a large 
crowd in the stands, and Mom was in attendance to watch her #1 daughter 
march in the band, while Melanie was just excited about going to a ball- 
game and getting the chance to stand up and yell without getting in trou- 
ble. Needless to say, the Mularz family enjoyed the opening night's ac 
tion. 


OPENING WIN WAS GREAT, BUT WAS JUST THE START... 


A lot of people across South Alabama and all across the state believed 
that the reign of the Elba Tigers as one of the state’s top 3A football teams 
had come to an end after a 12-12 record over the past two seasons and the 
departure of Coach Mack Wood after 18 years, and two state champion- 
ships, One win certainly doesn’t mean that Elba is back among the fa 
vorites to win any crowns; however, the 33-13 win over 5A Charles Hen- 
derson last week showed a lot of people that the 1995 Elba Tigers aren't 
concemed about the past or what people say, The ‘95 Tigers showed eve- 
ryone in attendance Friday night that they are simply a bunch of hard- 
nosed kids that play hard on every down and are a bunch of kids that want 
to win! 

It's impossible to gauge a team by its performance in just one game, and 
players and fans alike must remain realistic and realize that while the Ti- 
gers may indeed be a very good team, they are probably not as good as 
we'd like to believe, Everyone gets all excited whenever their team wins, 
and early season wins especially seem to make even the most level- 
headed fan an instant die-hard that is ready to start talking about state 
championships. Championships are won one game at a time, and Elba did 
win one game last week in impressive fashion, The win was fun and the 
celebration lasted throughout the weekend, but last week's win is now a 
thing of the past and it means nothing as far as this week’s game against 
T.R. Miller is concerned. I think I know the players well enough to know 
that they have put the win behind them and are thinking about nothing 
else but Miller, and the fans must do the same and boost the players and 
coaches to build on the opening win and add to the win total as the season 
progresses. 

When a team gets too high after a win, the fall that comes after a loss is 
often too painful, and the result is devastating. Everyone associated with 
Elba needs to keep the win in prospective, and while they should remain 
confident, they should also remain dedicated fans that understand the 
game and are supportive even when the going gets tough. This team could 
be a special bunch of young men and the players and fans could have a lot 
of fun before the season is over, but let’s take it one week at a time and 
not get too excited about any one win, or too down if the team might lose. 
There is a lot of football yet to be played. 


TIGERS IMPRESSIVE ON BOTH OFFENSE AND DEFENSE 


The Elba Tigers were expected to be solid on defense before the season 
Started, but in Friday night’s win over Charles Henderson it was an im- 
pressive performance by both the offense and defense that led to the 33- 
13 season opening win. 

On oifense there were questions concerning how well an inexperienced 
line could handle a bigger defensive unit, whether or not two youthful 
tackles could step in and make an impact, and how well an inexperienced 
quarterback could lead his team in battle on the field? I’d say the offense 
passed all three tests with flying colors! The line, which had only two re- 
turning starters, opened up holes for Elba’s 1-2 punch of Chris Tyson and 
D’Undray Peterson to combine for 192 yards and two touchdowns and 
gave Troy Bryan time to hit on two big passes for 47 yards and another 
score. The two inexperienced tackles, senior Nycoma Coleman and soph- 
omore Cedric Howe, learned as the game progressed and obviously 
passed their tests as Tyson was able to get outside for 97 yards in the first 
half alone. As for junior quarterback Troy Bryan, the Tiger signal-caller 
won over the crowd and his teammates with his hard-nosed style of play 
and may have surprised even the coaches with his accuracy passing the 
football. Bryan showed early in the game that he wasn’t afraid to lower 
his head and take the best shots the defense had to offer, and stood con- 
fident in the pocket waiting for his receivers to get open. It was as fine a 
first game as any quarterback has had in Elba in a long time, and silenced 
the fears of the fans that expected to see mistakes caused by inexperience. 
While the biggest areas of concern proved to be actual strengths, the play 
of veterans like Chris Tyson and D’Undray Peterson was as expected. Ty- 
son ran wild outside in the first half, while in the second half the defense 
adjusted to slow down the speedster, and Peterson bulled through big 
holes in the middle and ran over would-be tacklers. The Tigers’ two start- 
ers in the backfield both showed what they could do, and if they get better 
as the season rolls along, their 1-2 punch could prove fatal to Elba op- 
ponents. Another aspect of the offense that was very noticeable was the 
speed of the Elba receivers, Shandez Daniels caught two passes and 
showed his speed on a kickoff return, as did Leray Smedley when he got a 
chance to return a kick. This duo of speedsters will no doubt pay div- 
idends and give the Tigers not one, but two deep threats from anywhere 
on the field. 

Turning to the defense, the Tigers were outsized by both the Chailes 
Henderson linemen and running backs, but never backed down and passed 
some hits that echoed throughout “Tiger Valley.” Rudy “Freebird” Free 
and Todd “Captain Hook” Hooks were a two-man wrecking crew from 
their linebacking posts, combining for over 20 tackles and two sacks. The 
two seniors wowed the crowd with some of their licks and definitely left 
their calling card with the Trojan backs, Other defensive players catching 
my eye were Earl Perkins, a 160-pound lineman that really packed a wal- 
lop; Sterling Jones, a 135-pound defensive back that punished anyone that 
came his way; and Todd McKee, a 190-pound junior who played solid at 
both defensive-end and linebacker. The defense was expected to play 
well, and did just that against a very good offensive team. 

Was Elba that good or was Charles Henderson that bad? That question 
was asked a lot over the weekend, and I think the answer is probably a lit- 
tle bit of both, Elba was much better than many thought it would be and 
Charles Henderson was big and looked outstanding, but lacked experience 
and wasn’t ready to play a team with the desire that Elba displayed. 
Hey....a win is a win, and Friday night’s win over Charles Henderson was 
one that could be a big one for a team that needed something good to hap- 
pen, early in the season.

Elba looking to snap skid against Tigers 


THE ELBA CLIPPER 


The Elba Tigers will be looking 
to go 2-0 on the young season and 
at the same time snap a three-game 
losing streak to the T.R, Miller Ti- 
gers on Friday night when they 
travel to Brewton to tangle with the 
defending 4A state champions, 

Elba opened its season with a 
surprisingly easy 33-13 win over 
5A Charles Henderson last week, 
while T.R. Miller ran its winning 
sureak to 15 straight games with an 
easy 42-23 romp past Andalusia, 

“TR. Miller had a fine football 
team last season and really took it 
to us,” stated Elba’s Coach David 
Lowery, “They had the best team 
we played all year and were very 
well coached. Their kids were 
quick and aggressive, and played 
with the kind of pride that helped 
carry them to the state champion- 
ship,” 

In the win over Andalusia, T.R. 
Miller jumped out to a 42-7 lead 
early in the fourth quarter, before 
letting its reserves mop up the win 
and allow Andalusia to add two late 
scores, 

Benny Campbell led the Tigers 
with 90 yards on 9 carries and two 
touchdowns, while quarterback 
Scout Sasser tossed a 50-yard 
touchdown pass as Miller rolled up 
304 yards in total offense, 

“TR, Miller isn’t real big,” add- 
ed Lowery, “but they play hard and 
really get afler you on every down, 
They have a multiple offense with a 
couple of good backs, and a solid 
passing game, They like to put the 
football in the air, and on offense 
they put a lot of pressure on the de- 
fense all over the field. Over on de- 
fense, they are extremely quick and 
really go to the football. They love 
to hit on defense and use their 
quickness and aggressiveness to 
cause problems with blocking 
schemes,” 

“If we are going to have a 


chance at winning Friday night 
we'll have to play hard on every 
single down on both offense and 
defense,” said Lowery. “On offense 
we'll have to do a good job block- 
ing on both the run and the pass, 
and we'll have to mix up our play 
calling and be well balanced, On 
defense, we'll have to play hard up 
front against the run and be able to 
put pressure on the quarterback, 
We can’t miss tackles against their 
backs, or they'll take it the dis- 
tance,” 

T.R. Miller spanked the Tigers 
34-14 last season in Elba, and have 
now defeated Elba three straight 
years, 

“We played T.R. Miller tough 


the first two years we played 
them,” said Coach Lowery, “but 
last season they really took it to us 
and the result was a twenty-point 
loss. Our kids have a lot of respect 
for Miller, but they aren’t scared 
and we are going down to Brewton 
with the intention of winning. 
These kids aren’t going to back 
down from anyone, and I look for 
us to play well Friday night and 
play hard.” 

When asked about last week's 
33-13 win over Charles Henderson, 
Coach Lowery stated “We came 
out with a basic game plan and 
were able to stick with it. We had 
success on both sides of the ball 
early in the game and it gave the 


players the confidence they needed 
in the opener.”

The Elba Tigers gave a large 
home crowd plenty to cheer about 
and handed Coach David Lowery a 
win in his first game as the Tigers’ 
head coach last Friday night as they 
pounded the Charles Henderson 
Trojans 33-13, in Elba, 

The win gave Elba a 1-0 record 
and snapped a two-game losing 
streak to the Trojans, while Charles 
Henderson left with a 0-1 slate. 

Elba kicked off to open the 
game, but got the football right 
back on a Henderson punt, and 
wasted little time taking the lead 
for good as the Tigers marched 47 
yards in five plays to reach the end- 
zone.

USDA to follow new 
environmental & conservation 
criteria in CRP enrollment 


Agriculture Secretary Dan Glick- 
man announced today that between 
September 11-22, eligible persons 
will be able to submit bids for the 
13th Conservation Reserve Program 
signup. Land accepted into the CRP 
will meet higher environmental and 
conservation criteria to continue ef- 
foris to halt soil erosion, improve 
water quality, encourage tree plant- 
ing, and benefit wildlife. 

“USDA can only accept about 
651,000 acres into the CRP because 
this was the amount contract holders 
withdrew under the ‘early out’ op- 
portunity announced May 5,” Glick- 
man said, “Because of the relatively 
small acreage, we have modified our 
bidding and enrollment process to 
ensure that only the most environ- 
mentally sensitive lands are accept- 
ed, Also, we have made the biddin 
process more understandable for bid- 
ders which will help them and us en- 
roll the best land.” 

Bidders have the option to request 
a CRP contract effective beginnin 
either with the 1996 or with the 199 
crop year. Annual rental payments 
for approved CRP contracts will be 
made to eligible farm owners or op- 
erators who convert eligible crop- 
land to permanent cover. These pay- 
ments will be limited to $50,000 per 
“person” per year. In addition to the 
rental payment, the Commodity 
Credit Corporation (CCC) may pay 
up to 50 percent of the cost of estab- 
lished a permanent cover. 

Producers must comply with fed- 
eral crop insurance and conservation 
compliance requirements in order to 
receive payments and must agree to 
comply with all terms and conditions 
for the length of the CRP contract. 
Producers may sign up for and re- 
ceive additional information about 
the 13th CRP signup at their local 
Farm Service Agency office. 

During signup, each applicant 
will be informed of the amount of 
the “bid cap” for the acreage which 
is being offered for CRP enrollment. 
The bid cap is the maximum rental 


rate CCC is willing to pay to enroll ’ 


specific acreage in the CRP. In pre- 
vious signups, applicants were not 
aware of the amount of the bid cap 
before submitting a bid. Bid caps are 
computed based on soil productivity. 
In Coffee County, bid caps wiil 
range between 50 and 74 dollars per 
acre. 

Applicants are advised that con- 
tracts are binding and bids are irrev- 
ocable after the end of signup. Pro- 
ducers withdrawing CRP contracts 
during the irrevocable period shall 
be subject to liquidated damages

Over 150 Wiregrass area farmers 
met recently at the Wiregrass Sub- 
Station to hear and see the latest re- 
search findings from tests on cotton 
and peanuts. 

The meeting, co-sponsored by the 
Alabama Agricultural Experiment 
Station and Alabama Cooperative 
Extension Service at Auburn Univer- 
sity, featured tours of cotton and 
peanut research plots and explana- 
tion of these projects by researchers 
from Auburn University. 

Of particular interest to peanut 
growers was tests being conducted 
by Ron Weeks, who is an area exten- 
sion entomologist and researcher in 
the Ag Experiment Station. Weeks 
showed growers three management 
systems for peanuts: low input costs 
of about $144 per acre, high input 
costs of about $252, and costs deter- 
mined by an integrated pest manage- 
ment program of about $196 per 
acre, 

Peanut and cotton growers alike 
were interested in a test monitoring 
the effectiveness of Cadre, a new 
herbicide being groomed for the pea- 
nut market. The herbicide did an ex- 
cellent job on sicklepod, beggar- 
weed, nutsedge, and other weeds 
that are troublesome for peanut 
growers. However, it has a limiting 
factor, according to AU researcher 
Mike Patterson.

AU Field Day gives Wiregrass farmers 
a look at upcoming technology 


Most of the peanut growers al- 
tending the meeting had never seen 
wild peanuts, which grow wild in 
South American landscapes, Auburn 
researcher Jim Bostic showed the 
visitors wild peanuts from Bolivia, 
Argentina, and Brazil. As part of the 
annual Peanut Variety Trials, Bostic 


has planted at the Substation 21 va- to the Auburn researcher. 


rieties of peanuts currently available 
to growers and seven more that are 
part of the Uniform Peanut Perfor- 
mance test. 

AU PNUT is not a new variety, 
instead it is a weather-based fore- 
casting system that tells growers 
when to apply pesticides. Though 
the forecast system has been used ef- 
fectively for several years, research- 
ers are looking at extending the pa- 
rameters, according to Auburn 
researcher Ellen Bauske. Research- 
ers took weather data from the Sub- 
station and applied to farmers fields 
up to eight miles away, with compar- 
able results at both locations in pre- 
dicting timing of leafspot sprays. 

Though a long-running project, 
rotation tests with such exotic crops 
as velvet beans, castor, and sesame 
continue to draw attention at field 
days. Auburn researcher Rodrigo 
Rodriguez-Kabana pointed out to the 
crowd that velvet beans exude a 
compound that is toxic to nematodes

Commission moves smoothly through agenda

Monday’s regularly bi-monthly 
meeting of the Coffee County Com- 
mission lasted just over 40 minutes 
with commissioners moving smooth- 
ly through their agenda. 

The commission recognized Bill 
Devane, a retiring employee from 
the county highway department, by 
adopting a resolution commending 
him for his service to Coffee 
County. 

Devane has been with the high- 
way department for more than 40 
years. He served as a foreman for the 
past 6 years. 

The resolution stated: “Devane 
was a loyal, faithful, worker for Cof- 
fee County, and had the interest of 
Coffee County as his paramount ob- 
jective...contributed greatly to the 
welfare of the citizens of Coffee 
County, Alabama by his actions, his 
duties, and his time.” 


Frank Spreeman, who is with the 
Coffee County Humane Society, ad- 
dressed the commission Monday 
concerning the problems with stray 
animals in the county. 

He noted that he had appeared be- 
fore the commission two years ago, 
and since that time, no action has 
been taken by them addressing this 
problem. 

Spreeman presented to the com- 
missioners a petition with 451 signa- 
tures urging them to construct an an- 
imal control facility for Coffee 
County as required by Alabama 
State Law. 

The petition proposed that a facil- 
ity, which would house 35 dogs and 
25 cats, be erected for stray animal 
pick-ups in the county. 

The document further stated that 
an animal control officer and three 
employees be hired to maintain the 
facility. It also suggested that a pick- 
up truck, equipped with a mobile tel-

hands in letter of resignation

During the past few weeks, rmu- 
mors have been floating around that 
Elba’s police chief, Maxwell Hooks, 
was resigning. Now it’s official! 

In a letter dated September 12 
(Tuesday) to Elba Mayor Ricky 
Haywood and the city council, Chief 
Hooks announced his resignation as 
Chief of Police with the City of 
Elba. 

Hooks’ resignation, according to 
the letter, will take effect on Thurs- 
day, September 21, 1995. 

There was no reason stated in 
Hooks’ letter; however, he told this 
reporter that he was resigning in or- 
der to accept a position with Dorsey 
Trailers, Inc. 

Hooks will become Dorsey’s 
manager of safety and security. He 
will be working in the company’s 
plant located in Elba. 

Hooks was named Elba’s Chief of 
Police in February of 1995 after Po- 
lice Chief Jack Parker resigned. 
Prior to becoming chief, Hooks 
served as assistant chief. 

His appointment as chief made 
headlines in several of the area 
newspapers as “being Elba’s first 
black police chief,”which he indeed 
was. Hooks preferred to think he 
was appointed based on his qualifi- 
cations, not his race or anything else. 

One thing that he said he was 
proud of having been a part of was 
the organizing of 1 ministers 
(black and white) and other commu- 
nity leaders in working toward im- 
proving relationships within the 
community. 

Hooks spoke highly of the men 
and women in the Eiba Police De- 
partment. “They are a bunch of dedi- 
cated people doing a thankless job,” 
he said. 

However, he senses a separation

between the community and the po- 
lice officers. His wish is that the peo- 
ple of the community will realize the 
daily actions the officers go through 
to “serve and protect” them each 
day. 
Hooks believes that an expression 
of gratitude for the officers, and the 
work that they do, should be on a 
day-to-day basis and not just when 
one has had a specific need for them. 

Chief Hooks was instrumental in 
starting a Senior Citizen’s Welfare 
Check program. This is a program 
where a police officer goes by a sen- 
ior citizen’s residence to make sure 
he or she is okay. He hopes that this 
program will continue, 

“I want to thank the citizens of 
Elba for their support, and the mayor 
and council for placing their confi- 
dence in me by allowing me to serve 
as chief of police,” said Hooks. 

Hooks will continue to reside in 
Elba and take an active part in the 
activities of the community.

Spreeman suggested that all pet 
owners be assessed a $2.00 rabies 
vaccination fee. Plus all in-county 
municipalities join together in pro- 
viding and funding one animal shel- 
ter for the county, 

“Gentlemen, something will have 
to be done soon to solve the stray an- 
imal problem in our county,” said 
Spreeman. “...people are dumping 
their unwanted animals by the road- 
side and in people’s yards!” 

The commissioners listened to 
Spreeman’s presentation, accepted 
his petition, made no comment and 
took no action on the matter. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
presented several items of business 
concerning the landfill to the com- 
missioners. 

He reported the new rates as rec- 
ommended by the landfill committee 
to the commission. They are as fol- 
lows: 

A.) Contracted users: $17.60 per 
ton (present rate is $17.27). 

B.) Non-contracted users: $25.50 
per ton (present rate is $23.50) 

C.) Special waste: $45.00 per ton 
(present rate is $40.00). 

D.) In-county contracted users: 
$17.60 per ton (present rate is 
$17.27). 

E.) In-county municipalities: 
$17.00 per ton - no change. 

The commissioners in a 6-1 vote 
approved the rates as recommended 
by the committee. Comntissioner 
Bemest Brooks cast the lone dissent- 
ing vote. 

Tindell recommended that the 
commission step up its plans to build 
Cell 3, and not wait until the last 
minute. 

He suggested that by starting con- 
struction of Cell 3 in the summer of 
1996, it would be ready in plenty of 
time to began accepting garbage in 
April of 1997. 

Tindell noted that the summer 
months should provide the best 
weather conditions for the construc- 
tion of the cell. If the county waited 
until just-in-time to construct the 
third cell, the process would fall dur- 
ing the winter months in which 
weather conditions could possibly 
prove to be a problem. 


He also suggested that the county 
purchase two additional pans (earth 
moving equipment) to assist in mov- 
ing the large amounts of dirt that 
would be required. 

The commissioners agreed with 
Tindell and approved sending out 
bids for the additional equipment. 

The commission approved the 
purchase of steel pipe by the high- 
way department from Gulf Ailantic 
Culvert Company of Tallahassee,

The Elba City School Board met 
Thursday evening with Chairman 
Daniel Stephens presiding. 

The board approved the establish- 
ment of a sick leave bank for em- 
ployees. Ben Stringer, the district 
AEA representative, presented a pe- 
tition from school teachers re- 
questing the action. He explained 
that Elba is the last school system in 
the state to adopt the plan. Pre- 
viously when the question arose, the 
local teachers rejected the idea. 
However, Stringer predicted 75% 
would participate now. A separate 
sick leave bank will be installed for 
the school support staff. 

With this plan(s) active, an em- 
ployee can place three or five days, 
(to be decided by a vote of the em- 
ployees) in the bank, Any member 
of the sick leave bank can borrow a 
pre-determined number of days (a 
maximum of five or ten, again to be 
decided by the employees). These 
days are repaid as soon as the em- 
ployee accrues the necessary time.

Grand juries have met in both the 
Elba and Enterprise Divisions and 
retumed a total of 136 indictments. 

The Elba grand jury met in regu- 
lar session during the week of Au- 
gust 28, 1995. 

Evidence was presented to the 
Elba panel on 44 different cases. The 
jury retumed 33 indictments and of 
those, 29 were felonies and 4 were 
misdemeanors, One case was contin- 
ued, another was reviewed, and 9 
were no-billed. 

The Enterprise grand jury heard 
presentments on 107 cases. Indict- 
ments were handed down on 103 
cases, of which 95 were felonies and 
8 were misdemeanors. Two cases 
were continued and two were no 
billed.
